Army Must Erase Another Division 


Or Hear New Skeleton Strength Rattle 
(Three Forts to Close, Page 28) 
HE Army is on the brink of deactivating an infantry division. 
Under orders to cut its strength to 870,000 by the end of this fiscal year, with 
additional cuts possible in the new budget, the Army is faced with a tactical dilemma. 
Would it be best to eliminate a division—probably the 9th Infantry Division 
at Ft. Carson, Colo., or maintain the present strength of 15 divisions with a number 


of them at skeleton strength? 


It’s not likely that the final decision will be one that is based exclusively on 


military considerations. 


In the past, when confronted by manpower cuts, the Army has said repeatedly 
it prefers to have all of its divisions at full, combat-ready strength, rather than 
have a larger number of divisions with reduced soldier strength. 

However, in view of the psychological impact of a division deactivation on our 
allies and the effect also in domestic politics, the Army may be told to maintain the 
present 15 divisions, reducing the strength of some as necessary. 

Another factor that complicates the decision concerns what to do about the

Before the legislators went home last August they asked the Defense Depart- 
ment to prepare reports on a variety of subjects, including proficiency flying, perma-

At the same time, the South Atlantic 
Force was charged by Admiral Wright 
with the mission of strengthening the 
bonds of friendship between the United 
States and nations which border on the 
Atlantic Command Area. In some in- 
stances, the visit of the Bigelow to Afri- 
can ports marked the first time in 20 
years that an American Naval vessel had 
direct contact with the peoples of Africa. 

The success of the Bigelow, led by Cdr. 
Audley H. McCain, in carrying out the 
mission of making friends is graphically 
reflected in an editorial which appeared 
in the Tanganyika Standard shortly 
after the Bigelow visited the port of Dar 
Es Salaam. Said the editor of the Stand- 
ard: 

“The company of the USS Bigelow, 
which has just completed a brief good 
will visit to Dar Es Salaam, achieved in 
36 hours what a host of diplomats would 
have been delighted to have done in a 
far longer period of time. 

“At a press conference, RAdm. E. C 
Stephan said he hoped that he, his staff 


and enlisted men would be good ambas- 
sadors of the friendship of the American 
people. If that was his aim, then his men 
scored a bullseye. Those who visited this 
modern ship were impressed by the en- 
thusiasm of their guides and their genu- 
ine desire to make visitors welcome. The 
Navy can claim yet another victory on 
the good will front.” 

Before President Eisenhower instituted 
a formal People to People Program in 


August 1957, the Navy was engaged in 
its own program dubbed, “Operation 
Friendship.” “Operation Friendship” was 


conceived by Cdr. Daniel V. James several 
years ago while he was commander of 
the destroyer, USS Massey. He has since 
joined the Planning Staff at SHAPE in 
Paris. 
While at the helm of the Massey, Com- 
mander James came to the conclusion 
that the ts to foreign ports could serve 
n effective tool in demonstrating that 
t United States has a sincere desire to 
id firm foundations of friendship. The

WHAT’S IN A NAME TAG? 
A UNIFICATION PROBLEM 


HEN work on the fiscal ’60 

defense budget finally is com- 
pleted, the Defense Department 
could well find its streamlined or- 
ganization ready to tackle a sticky 
problem of identification. 

This has to do with the variety 
of multi-colored name tags worn 
by Service people. 

At present, the problem is char- 
acterized by complete chaos, with 
no uniform policy even within a 
single Service, much less across- 
the-board. 

Suggestions have been made 





from the field that a standardized 
name tag be adopted. 

If these suggestions should be 
pursued, the “in channels” proc- 
essing will follow something like 
this procedure: 

First, a military staff study will 
be made. Then, an Assistant Secre- 
tary of a Service will review the 
results of the study, before passing 
them on to his Under Secretary 
and Secretary. 

Assuming that a determination 
is made by a Service that a stand- 
ardized name tag is desirable, the 
high-level decision now must face 
review by the Assistant Secretary 
of Defense for Manpower, Person- 
nel, and Reserve Forces, the As- 
sistant Secretary of Defense for 
Supply and Logistics, and also the 
Assistant Secretary of Defense 
(Comptroller). 

Assuming further that agree- 
ment is reached among these offi- 
cials, a final review could be de- 
manded by the Deputy Secretary 
and the Secretary of Defense. 
Presumably, they wouid not re- 
quire the counsel of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, although the new. 
JCS organization would be avail- 
able for such a mission.

HRISTMAS presents of retroactive pay are in the mail to a small number of 
National Guardsmen and Reservists retired under Title III of P. L. 810, but the 
majority of the thousands who may be entitled to back pay may have to wait months 


for their checks. 


Some will have to await a new ruling from the Comptroller General, 
Allowed by the Comptroller General in Ruling B-113387 of 9 June and 25 August 
of this year, the back pay settlements can date from the time the Title III Reservists 


were eligible for retirement or any later 
date of their own choosing, but not prior 
to 29 June 1948. 

Under P. L. 810, Reservists and Guards- 
men are eligible to retire at 60 years of 
age after at least 20 years’ service. 


Although there are thousands of Re- | 


servists and Guardsmen who were not 
retired at the earliest possible date and 
are thus eligible for back pay settlements, 
Pentagon authorities say, only a “very 
small number” of payments have been 


made to date to Army and Air Force 


personnel. 


No payments have been made to Navy | 


Reservists, it was reported this week. 
Claims from eligible Reservists and 
Guardsmen are being processed by all 
Services and retroactive retirement or- 
ders are beginning to be issued. 
Service authorities say, however, that 


they will pay only those individuals who 
have not had active Reserve or active 
duty service after the date they chose 
for retirement. 

Other claims, described by Pentagon 
authorities as a “small minority,” will 
not be paid until the Comptroller Gen- 
eral issues a new ruling on the effect 
the retroactive pay would have on the 
individuals’ longevity credits and retire- 
ment grade. 

Some persons, it was pointed out, have 
served on active duty or in an active 
Reserve status after they were eligible 
for Title III retirement. During these pe- 
riods they may have amassed additional 
retirement points or received promotions 
for which they are entitled to retired pay 
credit and which they could lose if they 
were to revise their retirement date

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Marines Tighten EAD, SWAG Releases, 
Ban “Early Outs” With Few Exceptions 


Marine Corps Headquarters has tight- 
ened the regulation governing the early 
release of Reservists serving under Ex- 
tended Active Duty Orders or Standard 
Written Agreements. 

Under the old policy, issued in Novem- 
ber 1956, Reserve officers who had more 
than five months’ obligated active duty 
remaining after completion of an estab- 
lished overseas tour were ordered State- 
side to complete the remaining period 
of their obligated active duty. Once re- 
turned, officer requests for early release 
normally received favorable action from 
Headquarters. 

In Change 4 to Marine Corps Order 
1900.13, Headquarters states: “It is not 
the policy of the Marine Corps to accept

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Keen Competition Marks ATC’s Project All-Jet As Bainbridge 
School Tests Primary Flight Training Without Propellers 


BAINBRIDGE AIR Base, Ga. 


OOKING toward the day of the all-jet 
Air Force, an experimental all-jet 
primary flight class is in progress here 
during which the 38 student pilots will 
never learn to pilot a conventional pro- 
peller drive aircraft. 

The test program, “Project All-Jet,” 
was launched here 19 November. 

At this point, the students in both the 
all-jet experimental class, as well as its 
“control” group which starts out on re- 
ciprocating engine aircraft, have had 
only five or six hours of actual flying 
time so that it is too early to draw con- 
clusions. 

However, from the competitive spirit 
of the control group, as well as the ex- 
perimental class, it is evident that the 
race for top results will be a keen one. 

Project All-Jet is a successor to Proj- 
ect Palm which was started in March, 
1957, to test the introduction of jet 
trainers in the primary program, Under 
Project Palm students received 30 hours 
of flying instruction in propeller-driven 
Beechcraft T-34s followed by 150 hours 
of instruction on the Cessna T-37 twin- 
jet trainer, This course was deemed suc- 
cessful as a first step and was intro- 
duced here last January and has since 
been put into operation at Graham AB, 
Fla., and Bartow AB, Fila. This course 
is the one now being followed by the 
control group while the experimental 
class starts out initially on the Cessna 
T-37 jet. 

“We hope to Jearn or prove many 
things from this test,” said Col. James 
S. Edney, USAF, Director of the Air 
Training Command’s Primary Pilot 
Training Division. 

“Our first concern,” said Colonel Ed- 
ney, “is to determine the effectiveness 
of all jet primary training, utilizing only 
the T-37, Next it will give us a cost com- 
parison between the two programs, This 
latter is necessary because the Air 
Force is very cost conscious and we must 
progress along lines that are economi- 
cally sound, 

“We are conducting this test with an

average class as it’s assigned from pre- 
flight, without any pre-selection of stu- 
dents. We have divided it as equally as 
possible into two groups, taking into 
consideration such points as aptitude 
test results, previous flying experience 
if any, and the desires of the students 
to participate in the experiment.” 


This base is commanded by Col. Ben 
H. Settles, USAF, who has a staff of 17 
officers and 19 specially selected airmen. 


Project All-Jet, as is all pilot training 
here, is conducted by the Southern Air- 
ways Company of Birmingham, Ala., 
being one of the six primary schools op- 
erated for the Air Force by civilian con- 
tractors. Mr, Hugh W. Davis is General 
Manager of the School. 


Colonel Settles and his military group 
check quality contro] and maintain the 
military end of the training. Approxi- 
mately 715 civilians are employed by 
Southern Airways here, so that together 
with the students and military person- 
nel the Base has a population of about 
1211. 

The control group will have 30 hours 
on the T-34 and 100 hours on the T-37, 
while the test group will have no time 
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on the T-34 but 115 hours on the jet T-37. 
Academic ground school in the present 
training prgram totals 223 hours sched- 
uled over 108 training days. Academic 
training for the test class will total 218 
hours and 98 training days for evalua- 
tion purposes. 

It is expected that it will require about 
10 to 15 hours for a student in the test 
group to solo in the T-37. At the present 
time, the average student solos after 
10% hours in the T-34, but more than 
nine more hours in the T-37 are required 
before he can solo the jet.

Night Recon Camera 


In cooperation with the Wright Air 
Development Center, Dayton, the 43d 
Tactical Reconnaissance Squadron at 
Shaw AFB, S. C., is concluding a series 
of tests of a special night camera in- 
stallation for the RB-66 Destroyer jet 
aircraft, 

Special mountings for two K-47-type 
cameras are being tested to meet TAC 
requirements for high and/or low alti- 
tude “full speed” night photography. 

This new system can produce night 
photographs at minimum altitudes as 
well as extremely high flights, At high 
altitudes, photo flash bombs with more 
than four billion candlepower illuminate 
the area to be photographed. In as much 
as less light is needed at lower altitudes, 
a small flash cartridge is ejected (265 
million candlepower). 

One of TAC’s specifications for a night 
camera required a system that could re- 
cycle for a new exposure within a frac- 
tion of a second so that a plane travel- 
ing at near-supersonic speeds low to the 
ground could get a continuous strip of 
pictures. The lower the aircraft, the 
faster the ground appears to pass di- 
rectly below. 

The same camera system also fulfills 
specifications for high altitude photog- 
raphy where exposures can be made 
seconds apart. 

Correct exposure and synchronization 
is assured by a photo-electric cell 
“clicking” the shutter at the peak of 
bomb or cartridge flash. All available 
light is thus used to advantage. 

In conjunction with the camera tests, 
the standard film magazine was modi- 
fed to allow for impage speed at low 
altitudes, Film transport is now con- 
verted to a speed in proportion to the 
ground velocity to eliminate a blurred 
negative, 

Depending upon cartridges or bombs 
available and the altitude, strips of pho- 
tos overlapping each other by more than 
50% could extend for over a hundred 
miles, 

Having met all of TAC’s requirements, 
the systema reportedly will become 
standard for night photography within 
the command, 





ATC Orders New Names 
For Six Wings 1 Jan. 


Six Air Training Command wings will 
receive new official names 1 January. 

Wings at Amarillo, Lowry, Chanute, 
Keesler and Sheppard AFBs will be 
known as Technical Training Centers. 
The Lackland wing will be called a Mili- 
tary Training Center. 

Training groups and squadrons will 
share in the redesignation. Training 
groups at the centers will be titled Head- 
quarters (number) Technical Schools. 
Student squadrons under the schools will 
be called school squadrons. 

This move, an outcome of a study con- 
ducted several months ago of ATC’s 
technical training organizations, is de- 
signed to provide more distinctive recog- 
nition of their missions. Technical train- 
ing wings generally are larger and more 
complex than the average AF wing. 

Reorganization of the command struc- 
ture of these six bases is also being 
studied. A test wing is in operation at 
Lowry AFB, Colo., to try new organiza- 
tional concepts developed as a result of 
the survey.

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Defense Department Must Come Up With Answers 
As reported on the first page of this issue, the Committees and 
Members of Congress have put the Department of Defense on notice that 
they will want answers to pertinent questions and explanations of some 
situations when the new Congress convenes the first week in January. 
Many of these questions are of vital concern to those who wear 
the uniform and to members of their families, They will look to the De- 
partment to answer them wholly on the basis of what is best for the 
efficiency of the forces and the morale of those upon whom that effi- 
ciency depends. They will be disappointed if the Department’s views 
should be influenced by budgetary considerations, for the Services know 
that the Congressmen are capable of weighing the economic factors if 
they have the complete story insofar as needs of defense are concerned. 


The question of proficiency flying, for example, is one that could 
be influenced by cost factors, It would be easy to save money by restrict- 
ing the eligibility for proficiency flying, yet it is only necessary to look 
into accident rates to realize that the pilot who is given the opportunity 
to keep his hand in is the safest and most combat ready. 

Airlift is another category in which economy can overshadow efficien- 
cy. It seems that everyone is of the opinion that the airlift capacity should 
be increased and that its equipment should be. modernized. The Joint 
Chiefs of Staff have given it “low priority,” which means only that they 
believe money should be spent for other purposes first. Secretary of 
Defense McElroy recognizes its need, but says there are other things 
more urgent. What will the Department say to Congress’ request for a 
report on the airlift situation? 

Directly affecting Service personnel and their families are such ques- 
tions as frequency of permanent and temporary changes of duty sta- 
tions, availability of housing for commissioned and non-commissioned 
officers, travel of families to and from overseas stations, cost of medical 
and dental care for families, rental allowances, equality of pay and 
survivor benefits for those on the retired lists, and other matters bearing 
on morale about which Congress wants the views of the Department. 
They will hope that in these areas the Department and Congress will 
build upon, rather than detract from, the program of establishing incen- 
tives to attract and retain the high type of personnel needed to make the 
Fighting Forces effective and economical. 

There will be pointed questions, also, to be answered by the individ- 
ual Services. The Navy has been called upon to justify the role of the 
supercarrier. Upon the Air Force will fall the major responsibility for 
recommendations in the field of long and medium range missiles. The 
Army, among other things, must explain to Congress why it is spending 
its money on a revised type of jeep instead of developing the new family 
of platform vehicles as the Committees of both Houses of Congress 
believe it should. 

Individual members of Congress, too, are posing questions for the 
Department. In one important area, Senator Saltonstall wants to know 
what the Department is going to do about increasing the efficiency of 
its procurement procedures. 


Congress is not alone in awaiting these answers. The members of 
the Fighting Forces, in fact all citizens interested in National Security, 
want to know what the Department will say in these vital areas. Realiz- 
ing this, THz JOURNAL, is alert to the need and under its expanded edi- 
torial policy, is prepared to give prompt, complete, and authoritative 
reporting on these vital questions. 


Navy Fights Cold War With Warm Hearts 


The Navy’s carefully planned campaign for the waging of the cold 
war (see story on first page) is one which will win the approval of the 
American people. With its emphasis on showing interest in and friend- 
ship for all the peoples of the free world, it strikes a particularly timely 
note at this season of the year. 

The Navy, with units ranging all over the world, is particularly 


adapted to putting such a program into effect. In fact, the present plan 
really consists of organizing a resource which always has been in exist. 
ence, i.e., the natural warm heartedness of the American in uniform and 
his ability to make friends wherever he goes. The Army and the Ajr 
Force exercise it at their posts and bases at home and abroad, for their 
community relations programs are, in effect, weapons in the cold war. 


Admiral Jerauld Wright, in his dual capacity as CinC U. S. Atlantic 
Fleet and Supreme Allied Commander Atlantic, is in a particularly ad. 
vantageous position to recognize and utilize the friendliness of the Amer. 
ican sailor. We recall the respect and admiration for Americans created 
by the crews of the Atlantic Fleet after their rendezvous in the Firth of 
Clyde for the NATO fleet maneuvers in 1957. There was hardly a Scot. 
tish newspaper which did not comment upon it editorially. In organizing 
the new South Atlantic Force under RAdm. Edward C. Stephan, Admira] 
Wright supplemented its responsibilities for antisubmarine defense with 
that of strengthening the bonds of friendship with the nations in its 
area. As a result people in 17 East and West Coast African ports have 
been visited (some for the first time in 20 years) by officers and enlisted 
men of the U. S. Navy and Marine Corps. 

In organizing the People to People phase of its cold war campaign, 
the Navy emphasizes to its men in uniform that “we cannot, nor do we 
desire to disguise the fact that our ships and our aircraft represent 
perhaps the most formidable and impressive array of military power that 


any foreigner ever sees.” 


“In the Navy’s many contacts with our country’s allies,’’ says the 
OPNAV instruction on cold war, “it must be understood that our collec. 
tive effort is a common cause which must serve the interests of both the 
United States and the nations with whom we are allied. The survival 
of the Free World depends on this community of effort.” 

Under the newly organized program, the Chief of Naval Operations 
and the Commandant of the Marine Corps have established “Cold War 
Advisory Panels” in their headquarters to assist in carrying out their 
cold war responsibilities. Ships and stations are being alerted to insure 
that all their personnel are “mindful and alert in their everyday work, 
to create and act on opportunities for the Navy to further U. S. aims in 
the cold war.” Furthermore, all are encouraged to submit ideas to assist 


in the campaign. 


“People to People” can become a powerful weapon.

tion to increase rental allowances. He 
also will be eager to find out whether 
the Pentagon has decided to support his 
proposal to give retired members the 
higher pay authorized for active duty 
members by the 1958 Pay Act. 

Senator Lyndon Johnson (D-Tex) the 
Senate Majority Leader, will have a 
whole page of questions for Secretary 
McElroy about progress in the missile 
and space fields. 

Senator Leverett Saltonstall (R-Mass) 
will want to know how the Department 
views his proposed changes in Armed 
Forces Procurement regulations,

thousands of retired career mtmbers of 
the Armed Forces. 

Answers to a number of the questions 
—particularly those asked by the House 
Appropriations Committee about profi- 
ciency flying, changes of station, tempo- 
rary travel and the officer enlisted ra- 
tio—already have been, or are in the 
process of being prepared by the Penta- 
gon, The Committee demanded reports, 
to be made next month, on proficiency 
flying and the officer-enlisted ratio and 
told the Services to set targets for further 
reductions in PCS moves and temporary 
travel orders in fiscal ’60. 

The Committee warned that it may 
set legislative restrictions on the num- 
ber of officers who can receive profi- 
ciency flying pay, unless the Services 
begin restricting their flight pay payroll 
to officers who have a “real combat pro- 
ficiency requirement.” Records, the Com- 
mittee said, “should be combed at least 
twice a year to thin the ranks of those 
engaged in proficiency flying.” All four 
Services were told to report by January 
on the “progress” they have made in 


this area, 

The Services also were “directed” to 
bring their officer-enlisted ratio “to a 
more realistic level and to report to the 
Committee on progress made.” The 
Committee said the ratio of high-rank- 
ing officers to total personnel is greatly 
out of line. 

No report was requested on the Navy’s 
supercarrier, but the House Committee 
told the sea service the role of the super 
carrier “must be restudied in the light 
of the changing concepts of modern 
warfare and the rapid advancements 
being made in scientific and technical 
fields.” If the Navy receives a Budget 
Bureau go-ahead on the second A-car- 
rier, however, forceful arguments will 
have to be prepared for the legislators 
to persuade them of the soundness of 
the program, 

Military families will watch with 
great interest to see what recommenda- 
tions are made to the Senate Armed 
Services Committee concerning overseas 
travel of family members and overseas 
family housing. The Committee told 


Secretary McElroy it desired a “review 
and close supervision” of both programs, 
charging that “large and vulnerable 
numbers of dependents stationed in po- 
tential theaters of combat might well 
introduce personal considerations into 
the minds of those who would be solely 
preoccupied with military operations.” 

So far, the Pentagon has elected to 
interpret the Committee’s statement as 
an admonition to watch these programs 
carefully. But, sources within the De- 
fense Department indicate, the ques- 
tions raised by the Committee will not 
be made the subject of a formal study 
or report. In fact, unless the Committee 
again broaches the subject, the Services 
are only too willing to let it lie. Questions 
are certain to be forthcoming, however, 
when the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee considers the annual military 
construction program, 

Answers to many of the other ques- 
tions will be demanded early in the ses- 
sion, and Service families, both active 
and retired, will be keeping their ears 
tuned to Capitol Hill.

leigh A. Burke, CNO, Commander James 
was called to Washington to brief high- 
ranking Navy officials on the methods he 
employed in “Operation Friendship.” 
Later, he was awarded a Letter of Com- 
mendation by RAdm. Claude V. Ricketts, 
who then commanded Flotilla Four. The 
Commander’s success was later to spark 
the Navy’s fortification in the People to 
People Program. 

From the Secretary of the Navy on 
down, the Navy is enthusiastic about the 
program, recognizing it as an important 
element of the ideological struggle in the 
Cold War. The Navy sees in the Program 
an opportunity to nurture feelings of sin- 
cere friendship which will compound the 
Navy’s strength to cope successfully with 
the Communist threat. 

As one Navy man puts it: “The Navy 
considers the People to People Program 
to be one of our most important roles in 
the Cold War. The Fleet in global de- 
ployment is a tremendously effective in- 
strument and persuader for the power of 
positive thinking. This is the basic philo- 
sophic foundation in our struggle with 
the Communists, Where they spread 
negative thinking, we attempt to dissemi- 
nate positive and direct ideas.” 

Navy leaders say that a subsidiary bene- 
fit accrues to the Navy as a result of its 
emphasis on the People to People Pro- 
gram. When sailors are taught to respect 
the customs and ideals of foreign peoples, 
they in turn begin to have a deeper sense 
of their mission. This inspires them to 
better performance of duty. 

One ship commander who recently re- 
turned from an extended tour reports 
that with all his officers and men making 
a concerted effort to further the princi- 
ples of the People to People Program 
there was improved discipline. During the 
entire cruise which lasted for several 
months, and included touching in at a 
number of ports, there was not a single 
case of a man being brought before the 
mast. While the ship was in port there 
were no adverse incidents with the Shore 
Patrol. 

Similar experiences are reported by a 
large number of other ship commanders. 

In implementing the Program, the 
Navy emphasizes teamwork with our al- 
lies. The opinions and ideas of allied offi- 
cers and men are welcomed and en- 
couraged. 

“We do not want a single form of goose- 
stepping, but cooperation based on mu- 
tual understanding of the fact that we

need the help of our allies, based on day- 
to-day give-and-take as we work side by 
side,” the Navy said. 

Navy files are replete with commenda- 
tory letters from the Ambassadors of our 
country and the Ambassadors of foreign 
countries, as well as from grateful indi- 
viduals, which attest to the success of 
the Bluejacket diplomacy. 

The Navy People to People Program 
is not operated on a random basis. The 
Navy makes it a practice to work with 
community leaders of foreign nations 
who are familiar with the pressing needs 
of their people. In addition, the Navy 
maintains liaison with the United States 
Information Agency. 

In another move to win the Cold War 
battle, Admiral Burke has established a 
Cold War Advisory Panel under direction 
of Deputy Chief of Naval Operations, 
VAdm. Thomas S. Combs. Throughout the 
Navy Cold War Activities Groups are be- 
ing formed to funnel ideas to the parent 
Panel, 

In setting up the plan, Admiral Burke 
said: “Since the Cold War is the respon- 


sibility of all, it may, in fact, become the 
responsibility of none. We must be con- 
stantly alert for the many things the 
Navy can do to influence the course of 
events short of fighting. We must make 
every effort to insure that, in our asso- 
ciation with people of foreign lands, we 
generate respect and, if possible, affec- 
tion for the United States and a greater 
appreciation of what we stand for. 

“In all our contacts and relations with 
foreign people, we cannot, nor do we de- 
sire to disguise the fact that our ships 
and our aircraft represent perhaps the 
most formidable and impressive array of 
military power that any foreigner ever 
sees, The important thought which each 
and every man on board must recognize 
and do his best to get across is that it is 
a benevolent power, ready, willing, able, 
and in position to provide immediate help 
to our friends in the event of any dis- 
aster—whether natural or manmade.” 

Admiral Burke urges his commanders 
to encourage their officers and men to 
submit useful ideas through their com- 
manding officers to the appropriate Cold 
War Advisory Group. 
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THE NEW CONGRESS WILL DEMAND from top Pentagon 
officials a full explanation of the facts behind the current 
cancellations and cutbacks in defense production. The 
Appropriations Committees will ask DoD leaders to tell 
them how many millions of dollars it is costing to termi- 
nate programs, such as the Rascal and Goose missiles 
and the F8U-3 Navy all-weather fighter. 


MILITARY CHIEFS WILL BE ASKED whether, in view of 
the high cost of closing out the contracts, it might not 
be desirable in some cases to obtain limited production. 
Close questioning is certain as to the possibility of 
Pentagon vacillation in allowing programs to go forward 
to a point where expenditures of millions of dollars 
are required to cancel them, 


THE THOR-JUPITER CONTROVERSY provides a classic 
example. Secretary of Defense McElroy conceded months ago that 
‘excess cost because of duplicating programs ran to scores of millions 
of dollars. During the summer, he said he was going to decide be- 
tween the two weapons before the end of the year. There is speculation 
that his decision now will mean relatively little in terms of dollar 
expenditures, the prospect being that total IRBM production will 
be scaled down from previous plans. 


THE SO-CALLED “COMBAT READY” DIVISIONS of the Strategic 
Army Corps are in such shape insofar as new type weapons are con- 
cerned that some of them, going on a maneuver test, are forced 
to borrow weapons from a sister division. If General Taylor is 
provided an opportunity during hearings on the fiscal ’60 budget, he 
will emphasize that delayed procurement of weapons has handicapped 
severely the efforts to bring the STRAC divisions and other Army 
units to a high state of readiness. 


THE COMPTROLLER GENERAL HAS BEEN ASKED to rule whether 
the $30 per month proficiency pay should be included in computation 
of death gratuity benefits. It has been ruled that proficiency pay is 
subject to withholding for income tax purposes, but is not an item 
of basic pay, and hence will not be subject to Social Security deduc- 
tions, also will not be used in computing lump-sum leave payments, 
reenlistment bonus, severance pay, and retired pay. 


BUDGET DEMANDS AND REVISED WEAPON PROGRAMS will 
force the closing of additional Government-owned production 
facilities. Pentagon studies are being made to determine if some 
plants could be made available to industry before production activities 
come to a complete halt, as now required. 


AN ALL-OUT CAMPAIGN is being prepared by the Army to win 
across-the-board endorsement for a “One Army Concept.” Aim is to 
eliminate misunderstandings, disputes and bickering among the Active 
Army (Regulars and Reserves), the National Guard, and the Reserve. 
During recent executive sessions at the Pentagon, the Army Commanders 
Conference was told that everything possible must be done to 
promote the “One Army Concept.” 


THE ACTIVE ARMY’S EFFORTS to achieve increased mutual 
understanding with the Guard and Reserve will be jeopardized if the 
Pentagon persists in its plans to ask Congress to amend legislation which 
sets minimum strength for the Army Guard and Reserve. Sucha 
proposal is included in the tentative draft of the Pentagon’s ’59 legislative 
program, as revealed in The Journal on 22 November. 


IT WON’T BE SURPRISING, however, if this controversial item is 
deleted from the legislative package. Such an astute legislative expert 
as Maj. Gen. Wilton B. Persons, USA-Ret., the President’s top 
Assistant, may advise the Pentagon that chances for enactment of a bill 
that would reverse a Congressional decision on Reserve Forces 
strength for this fiscal year are remote. It’s certain that if the Pentagon 
goes ahead with the legislative request, Congress will give the 
Defense Department a black eye. 


ARMY AVIATORS WILL BE EAGER to learn whether one of their 
number will be chosen to head the Army Aviation Center at Ft. Rucker, 
Ala., following the death last week of Maj. Gen. Bogardus S. Cairns. 
In the past, the Army has made it a practice of moving non-aviators 
to top aviation spots. General Cairns did not become a rated helicopter 
pilot until 7 May 1957, one month before he took command at Rucker. 


THE AIR FORCE IS FOOTPRINTING all of its people on flying status. 
It is explained that footprinting has been adopted because feet, 
protected by heavy shoes, are more likely to remain undamaged than 
hands in an air accident. Chances are that the new procedure will 
be extended to include all military personnel. 


MILITARY CONTRACTORS WILL BE CHEERED by the news that a 
new section of the Armed Forces Procurement Regulations is now in 
the final review stages. The addition will clarify the Defense Depart- 
ment’s position on negotiating contracts and fees. 


ROUGH BUMPS ARE AHEAD for the Navy’s “hump” legislation de- 
signed to accelerate retirement of scores of commanders and captain 
The Navy has proposed that officers forced to retire prematurely be 
given constructive credit for retired pay services; thus a captain 
retiring with 26 years service would receive 30 years pay credit. The 
Army and Air Force are known to be opposed to such a procedure. Q) 
Capitol Hill, the House Armed Services Committee during the last 
session questioned Pentagon officials closely concerning rising retired 
pay-costs. 


THE 49TH STATE will be the scene during February of Exercise Cari. 
bou Creek, which will see the 2d Airborne Battle Group, 503d Air- 
borne Infantry, 82d Airborne Division, airlifted to Alaska from Ft. 
Bragg, N. C. This will be a major test for the Strategic Army Cory 
(STRAC) of which the 82d is a major element. 


FLIGHT INSTRUCTION ON RECIPROCATING engine aircraft could 
become a Post Graduate Course when and if primary flight training 
goes all-jet. Col. James S. Edney, ATC Director of Primary Pilot 
Training, was asked by newsmen visiting Project All-Jet at Bainbridg 
AB, Ga., (see page 8) what the Air Force would do for pilots for 
reciprocating engine aircraft if a need for them should arrive after all. 
jet training is instituted. Propeller plane piloting would then become 
an “advanced course,” he replied. 


APPREHENSION THAT JET AIRCRAFT may be a deterrent to the 
attraction of student pilots appears to be completely dispelled by the 
experience with Project All-Jet at Bainbridge AB, Ga. The first 64 
student pilots to report there under the project were asked to state 
their preference between entering the all-jet class or the control group 
which would start out on reciprocating engine aircraft. All but two 
wanted to start out on jets! 


CONGRESS WILL BE ASKED by the Pentagon to approve a new medal 
for military personnel who served in Antarctica, most of them in con- 
nection with the preparation and conduct of International Geophysical 
Year activities. The minimum would be 30 days service in the polar 
area. Similar medals have been authorized in the past for service at 
the North and South Poles. 


THE WORLD CONGRESS OF FLIGHT, to be held 12-19 in Las Vegas 
under sponsorship of the Air Force Association, will attract hundreds 
of representatives from the Armed Forces, Industry, and Government 
Agencies, as well as scores of newsmen. The Congress, one feature 
of which will be AFA’s Fourth Annual Jet Age Conference, will be 
marked by a number of important news announcements. AFA Presi- 
dent Peter J. Schenk says the World Congress will “introduce with 
global impact the first full year of intercontinental jet transportation, 
while commemorating the tenth anniversary of NATO, and document- 
ing the results of the first International Geophysical Year.” 


THE USMA ’28 CLASS is honoring the memory of class members who 
have died by presenting token gifts to their sons. At Ft. Riley, Kans, 
lst Lt. Madison C. Schepps, jr., Ist Battle Group, 5th Infantry, has 
received from his Commander, Maj. Gen. Harvey H. Fischer of the 
1st Infantry Division, a silver cigarette box with the Academy Crest 
and insignia of the Class of ’28. The gift honors the lieutenant’s father, 
who was killed in a 1944 plane crash at Prestwick, Scotland. 


ARMY QUARTERMASTER OFFICIALS report that tests conducted at 
Ft. Lee, Va., indicate that use of eight irradiated items in messes 
has demonstrated a high acceptability among troops.

Readers Point Out 
Retirement Inequity 


Readers have been quick to correct a 
misstatement contained in the 6 Decem. 
ber JourNAL article on Social Security 
discrimination against officers with a 
combination of WW I and WW II service, 

THE JOURNAL stated that “Like all off- 
cers retired with a combination of WWI 
service and service between 16 Septem. 
ber 1940 and 31 December 1956, these 
men are entitled to be retired at 75% of 
their base pay, regardless of the actual 
number of years served.” 


A correct statement of the fact is that 
“Like all Regular officers and disability 
retired Reserve officers with a combina- 
tion of WW I service and service be- 
tween 16 September 1940 and 31 Decem. 
ber 1956, these men are entitled to be 
retired at 75% of their base pay, regard. 
less of the actual number of years 
served.” 

Reservists not retired for disability do 
not receive the 75% rate unless they are 
otherwise entitled to it because of length 
of service. 


The discrimination against Reservists 
in the matter of WW I retirement credit, 
many Service officials feel is unjustified, 
but short of new legislation, they see no 
way of correcting it. 

When the 75% rate was established in 
1942, there was no provision for the re- 
tirement of Reservists, other than for 
disability. 

Extension of the 75% retirement rate 
for WW I service to disability retired 
Reservists came about under the provi- 
sions of the Career Compensation Act 
of 1949, which gave Reservists retired 
for disability the same privileges as 
Regulars. 

The Comptroller General, interpreting 
the 1949 act, consistently has refused to 
allow extension of the 75% rate to Re 
servists in general. 


In the 6 December Social Security re- 
port, the JOURNAL had pointed out that 
legal technicalities bar many retired 
officers, who have service in both world 
wars, from SS benefits if they completed 
their full Service careers and were 
mandatorily retired under the Officer 
Personnel Act of 1947. 


If these officers had retired only one 
month earlier, under the 1942 act which 
provided full benefits for Regulars and 
with a combination WW I and WW II 
or later service, they could have received 
Social Security credits for their periods 
of Service between 16 September 1940 
and 31 December 1956.

tions went forward simultaneously for 
the first of the “Project Discover” launch- 
ings in which a modified Air Force 
Douglas Thor IRBM will lift a new 
vehicle, designed by the Lockheed Air- 
craft Corporation and powered by a Beil- 
Hustler engine. Aim is to launch into 
orbit satellites which weigh about 1300 
pounds and which ultimately will carry 
primates.

ATLAS SITE EXPANSION: The Air 
Force’s Atlas ICBM site at Francis E. 
Warren AFB, Wyo., may be expanded 
from four to seven launching installa- 
tions in a project that would raise from 
$75 million to $100 million the cost of this 
facility. Col. H. F. Muenter commands 
the 706th Strategic Missile Wing at 
Francis E. Warren, where Col. G, F. 
Friederichs is Base Commander, It was 
reported that two missile squadrons 
there should be fully equipped with 
ICBM’s by late 1960. 


GOOSE IS CANCELLED: The Penta- 
gon's drive to reduce what Secretary of 
Defense McElroy has described as a 
“proliferation of missiles” was marked by 
the 12 December announcement that the 
Air Force had cancelled the Goose mis- 
sile program. This followed earlier word 
that construction had been halted at mis- 
sile facilities located at Ethan Allen AFB, 
Vt., and Duluth Municipal Airport, Minn. 

A small, lightweight air-breathing mis- 
sile which was to be ground-launched by 
SAC for decoy missions, Goose was being 
built by the Fairchild Aircraft and Mis- 
sile Division, Hagerstown, Md., whose 
Long Island, N, Y., Engine Division has 











developed the J-38 engine used in the 
Goose. The guidance system was devel- 
oped by Fairchild’s Astrionics Division, 
also on Long Island. 


Cancellation of the Goose followed less 
than a month the Pentagon announce- 
ment that the Rascal air-to-surface mis- 
sile, built by the Bell Aircraft Company, 
was being terminated. 


PERSHING TEST FACILITIES: The 
Army has awarded a $2,062,152 contract 
to R. E. Clarkson, Inc. of St. Petersburg, 
Fla., for construction of facilities at Cape 
Canaveral, Fla., to be used in connection 
with testing of the Pershing missile. 
Being built by the Martin Company’s 
Orlando, Fla., Division, the Pershing is 
a second generation missile that will 
have a solid-propellant. 


HAWK AWARD: The Army this week 
awarded contracts of more than $34 mil- 
lion to the Raytheon Manufacturing 
Company, Waltham, Mass., for produc- 
tion of the Hawk missile and ground 
support equipment, The Hawk is de- 
signed to destroy targets at low altitudes. 





McDonnell Fighter Wins Navy Test 


The McDonnell Aircraft Company of 
St. Louis has won the competition for a 
new Navy all-weather fighter. 

Designated the F4H-1, the plane has 
been in competition with the Chance 
Vought FHU-3 at Edwards AFB, Calif., 
since Jun. 


McDonnell’s winning entry carries a 
radar operator and a pilot, It is pow- 
ered by two J-79 turbojet engines. 


The Navy said that the addition of the 
radar operator and the fact that the 
plane is powered by two engines became 
decisive factors in its choice. 

Chance Vought’s entry is a single-seat 
aircraft, powered by one J-75 turbojet. 


McDonnell’s fighter is slated for oper- 
ational use early in 1960, replacing cur- 
rent all-weather fighters, the F3H-2N 
Demon, also built by McDonnell, and the 
Douglas F4D-1 Skyray. 

Selection of F4H-1 will lead to quan- 
tity production, the Navy said. 





Coincidental with the announcement 
of the award to McDonnell, the Navy 
s.'d that it would terminate a contract 
of $100 million which called for produc- 
tion of 18 F8U-3 fighters from Chance 
Voight. 

The Navy said that in terminating the 
contract will negotiate to recover some 
of this money. 

Three F8U-3’s have already been deliv- 
ered to the Navy, and further deliveries 
are not anticipated. 

The first two F8U-3’s cost approximate- 
ly $17 million each. However, the cost of 
the next 16 was estimated at $4 million 
each. 

The McDonnell F4H-1 is rated at more 
than twice the speed of sound and has a 
combat radius of 1000 miles. 

The plane’s main armament will con- 
sist of four Sparrow III air-to-air mis- 
siles. 

The development contract to McDon- 
nell is for 23 of the new all-weather 
fighter.

Comptroller Eases 
Reserve Retirement 


The Secretary of the Army has re 
ceived authority from the Comptroller 
General to retain Reserve officers on 
active duty past their 60th birthday to 
give them the benefit of higher retired 
pay. 

Reserve officers affected are those on 
active duty who, on reaching their 60th 
birthday, have met or could meet the 
minimum retirement qualifications of 
Title III, P.L. 810 (10 USC 1331) within 
two years. 

These officers, the Comptroller says, 
can be retained “for an indefinite period 
by the Secretary of the Army to qualify 
for higher retirement under Title II of 
P.L. (10 USC 3911). 

Title II retirement is based upon com- 
pletion of 20 years service, at least 10 
of which is on active duty as a commis- 
sioned officer. :

Army Aviation Training And Services 


Imperiled By Lack Of War-Time Plan 


Army aviation training and repair serv- 
ices could be seriously impaired, if not 
completely stopped, in time of war unless 
the Pentagon devises a comprehensive 
plan to keep civilian contract personnel 
at their jobs. 

This was posed as one of the most 
serious threats to the Army Aviation 
program during the Army Aviation Sym- 
posium in Washington, D. C., 16 Decem- 
ber, sponsored by the Aeronautical Train- 
ing Society and the Aircraft Service 
Association. 

Delegates to the seminar pointed out 
that many of the contract aviation 
teachers and critical personnel assigned 
to contract repair facilities have reserve 
obligations to the Navy, Air Force, Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard. 

Under present regulations, these per- 
sonnel would be recalled immediately for 
active military service, leaving the Army 
seriously short-handed in its aviation 
program. 

Addressing seminar participants, Rex 
H, Madeira, Executive Vice President of 
Page Aircraft Maintenance, Inc., Ft. Sill, 
Okla., stressed that there was need of an 
overall plan to insure an orderly and 
quick transition of civilian contract facili- 
ties from a peacetime to wartime basis. 

A partial solution, he said, is to en- 
courage Reservists of other services to 
transfer their Reserve status to the Army 
so that they would continue to be under 
Army jurisdiction in time of war. He said 
that he had been fairly successful in 
having most Reservists in his company 
transfer to the Army, although he still 
had one Marine flyer who refused to 
switch. 





MATS’ SAFEST MONTH 


The safest November in its fly- 
ing history was recorded last 
month by MATS. 

Only one aircraft accident stood 
between MATS and a perfect fly- 
ing safety record in November, 
normally a month in which the ac- 
cident rate goes up with the onset 
of winter. 

Newly released figures reveal 
that the MATS aircraft accident 
rate for the year has also been 
held at an all-time low to date. 
The rate stood at 3.22 accidents 
Per 100,000 flying hours for the 
first 11 months of 1958, compared 
to 3.95 in 1957.

Lockheed Will Build 


New Research Center 
Lockheed Aircraft Corporation’s Cali- 
fornia Division has purchased a 198-acre 
site near Saugus, Calif. for a multi- 
Million dollar advanced scientific re- 
Search center to explore problems of 
flight up to 10 times the speed of sound 
and at altitudes where man has never 
own, 

The Lockheed Research Center, to be 
financed entirely with company funds, 
Will include a $5 million supersonic wind 
tunnel and high-altitude environmental 
test facilities capable of subjecting com- 
Plete aircraft to simulated conditions of 
flight up to 150,000 feet above the earth. 
A smaller altitude chamber simulating 

,000-foot altitudes—essentially similar 
to the conditions to be found in outer 
Space—is planned also. 











This solution, it was pointed out, can 
not be thorougly effective, especially with 
higher ranking Reservists who might lose 
rank by the transfer.

B/G Goewey Leads Douglas Cargomaster 
Flight Establishing New Airlift Record 


A Douglas AC-133 Cargomaster of 
MATS on 16 December airlifted the heav- 
iest load in aviation history in a record- 
breaking flight at Dover AFB, Del. 

Carrying a cargo of 117,900 pounds, the 
huge jet-prop aircraft soared to an alti- 
tude of 10,000 feet in observance of the 
55th anniversary of powered flight. 

Brig. Gen. Robert J. Goewey, whose 
1607th Air Transport Wing (Heavy) es- 
tablished the new record, commanded the 
flight. 

The 59-ton payload exceeds the pre- 
vious record of 78,089 pounds set by a 
Boeing KC-135 Stratotanker last Septem- 
her, and is almost three times the former 
world record held by a Soviet TU-104 in 
1957. 

The airlift was officially certified by 
Carl R. Wheeley of the National Aero- 
nautic Association, who supervised the 





weighing of the load and was aboard the 
aircraft during the flight. Before world 
recognition of the record is obtained, 
however, it must be certified by the Fed- 
eration Aeronautique Internationale. 

At take-off, the Cargomaster, powered 
by four 6,000 horsepower T-34 Pratt and 
Whitney turboprop engines, grossed more 
than a quarter of a million pounds. The 
C-133’s are the largest transports of the 
Air Force. Those based at Dover are 
airlifting fully-assembled Thor missiles 
to launching sites in England. 

Col. Claude W. Smith was project offi- 
cer for the historic flight. Lt. Col. John 
K. Thompson was the aircraft command- 
er. Other members of the crew were 
Capt. Rayvon Burleson, first pilot; CWO 
Gordon W. Honeycutt, flight engineer, 
and Senior M/Sgt Conrad F. Stevens, 
flight engineer.

Small Boat Rule 


All boats to be numbered under the 
Federal Boating Act of 1958 will be re- 
quired to display bow numbers not less 
than three inches high. 

The Boating Act covers all small boats 
powered by engines of more than 10 
horsepower. 

Earlier, the Coast Guard proposed that 
the requirement be letters four inches 
high. During hearings on the proposal, 
however, more than half of the partici- 
pants requested that the three-inch stand- 
ard be retained. Many small boat manu- 
factures would have been required to 
renumber large inventories of pleasure 
craft if the four-inch letters were adopted. 
At the same time, they pointed out that 
many small boats are now being con- 
structed with overlapping panels which 
are too narrow to accommodate four inch 
letters. 

The revised regulation has been sent 
to the Commandant for approval and will 
become official when published in the 
rederal Register later this month.

Scores Century Flight At Holloman 


The Air Force Missile Development 
Center at Holloman AFB, N, M., has re- 
corded the “century flight” of the Lock- 
heed X-7 ramjet test vehicle, popularly 
known as “the flying stovepipe.” 

The X-7 has distinguished itself as the 
fastest flying (over four times the speed 
of sound), highest flying (altitude still 
classified), most durable flying (ten per- 
fect recoveries for a single missile), of 
al] ramjet-powered test vehicles. 

A “phenomenal” 80 per cent of X-7 
launches and recoveries have been suc- 
cussful, Holloman officials report. 

The missile is launched in midair 
from an Air Force B-29 plane and rock- 
et-boosted until its ramjet takes over. 
Parachute descent and a_ nose-spike 
landing take care of recovery—which 
saves U. S. taxpayers a third of a million 
in research dollars every time the X-7 
can be reflown. 

Still in good flying condition is the X-7 
known as Test Vehicle 20—dubbed “Me- 





thuselah” by Holloman’s Lockheed tech- 
nicians, Methuselah has already flown 
10 missions without a sign of stress, and 
set a speed record on its last mission. 

Data gathered from early X-7 flights 
is credited with assisting in developing 
the Lockheed F-104 Starfighter, the 
world’s fastest and highest-flying air- 
plane,

Temco Surveillance Unit Under Navy Test 


An airborne television surveillance sys- 
tem developed by Temco Aircraft Corpo- 
ration of Dallas under Navy contract has 
been delivered for further evaluation at 
the Naval Air Test Center, Patuxent 
River, Md, President Robert McCulloch 
said the system, called “Alpha,” was de- 
signed originally as a means of terminal 
guidance—directing missiles to their tar- 
gets. But the system also is being evalu- 
ated for use in reconnaissance work. 

Alpha is used in conjunction with a 
video tape recorder developed by Min- 
com, a division of Minnesota Mining & 
Manufacturing Co. This recorder was de- 
livered with the Alpha system to be evalu- 
ated as a means of recording television 
information relayed by the Alpha. The re- 


Contracts Hit $32 Million 
For Sikorsky Helicopters 


Sikorsky Aircraft Division of United 
Aircraft Corporation, Stratford, Conn., 
has received a $17 million Navy contract 
for production of new HSS-2 helicopters. 

The production order followed $15 mil- 
lion in contracts for design data, mock-up 
and initial production contracts for the 
new helicopter let by the Navy to Sikor- 
sky over the past year. 

HSS-2 is twin gas turbine powered, has 
a flying boat hull and all weather flight 
capabilities. The Navy said the new heli- 
copter represents a substantial advance 
over the HSS-1, now used in Navy anti- 
submarine operations and by the Army 
and Marine Corps for utility work. 

A Marine Corps version of the HSS-2, 
fitted with cargo sling and rescue hoist, 
is to be used as a troop carrier. 

Two General Electric T-58 turbine en- 
gines designed specifically for helicop- 
ters will power the HSS-2. The engines 
will be mounted side by side above the 
fuselage to minimize dust and water in- 
take, to provide maximum cockpit visi- 
bility, and to couple the engine as closely 
as possible to the transmission. 


Turbine power is relatively new for 
helicopters, the Navy said. Because tur- 
bines provide more power per weight of 
power plant than do piston engines, this 
new helicopter will be capable of carry- 
ing larger payloads at faster speeds. 
Range and endurance over present Navy 
anti-submarine warfare helicopters will 
also be increased. 

The twin engine installation on the 
HSS-2 will permit these aircraft to return 
to base safely in the event of failure of 
one engine. 


corder permits immediate visual review 
of television information recorded during 
flights, thereby eliminating time lost for 
film development. 

As an airborne unit, Alpha is attached 
to an aircraft wing. Aerodynamically, it 
resembles a small missile in shape. The 
transmitting component which fits under 
the wing is 8% inches in diameter and 105 
inches in length. 

In terminal guidance, the Alpha re- 
turns an image of the terrain to a cen- 
tal control station. As the weapon utiliz- 
ing Alpha nears the target, the weapon’s 
course is guided by radio signals trans- 
mitted by an operator watching a televi- 
sion receiver in the master control sta- 
tion many miles away.

A system to control the position 
of shock waves set up by super- 
sonic speeds in the engine inlets of 
the North American B-70 Valkyrie 
bomber will be designed, developed 
and manufactured by Hamilton 
Standard, division of United Air- 
craft Corporation, Windsor Locks, 
Conn.

The 9th Infantry Division is located at 
Ft. Carson, Colo. It is no secret that in 
the past when there has been talk about 
closing Carson, strong political pressures 
have been exerted on Capitol Hill to keep 
this facility open.

Also the 
Army would like to keep Carson as part 
of its mobilization base.

At present, the Army has three divi- 
sions in the Pacific, five in Europe, and 
seven in the United States, including the 
four Strategic Army Corps (STRAC) divi- 
sions. 

The Administration’s budget for the 
current fiscal year, which was sent to 
Congress last January, called for a 30 
June 1959 strength of 14 divisions. 

This compares with an Army strength 
of 20 divisions in fiscal '55, which dipped 
to 18 the next two years, then to 15 in 
fiscal ’58. 

General Maxwell D. Taylor has stated 





to Congress that in his profesional judg- | 
ment the Army requires a strength of 


925,000 military personnel. Army strength 
had been held at about 900,000 because of 
the flare-ups in the Middle East and Far 
East, but now is slated to drop to 870,- 
000 this fiscal year, with further cuts 
threatened.
